Humus 

The  crying  need  of  most  Florida  soils  is  Humus.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  the  land  in  and  adjacent  to  old  lake  beds,  there  is  no 
humus  because  of  the  ceaseless  fires  on  the  range  for  hundreds 
of  years. 

We  attribute  the  uniform  success  of  our  plantings  to  the  fact 
that  we  use  plenty  of  humus.  Humus  holds  moisture,  retains  chem- 
ical fertilizers  and  sweetens  the  soil  by  giving  adequate  aeration. 

We  quote  from  a Florida  text  book  on  agriculture:  “Partly  de- 
cayed vegetable  matter  in  soil  is  called  Humus.  It  improves  a sandy 
soil  because  it  increases  its  power  to  take  and  retain  moisture,  it 
supplies  it  with  plant  food.  Humus  is  the  main  immediate  source  of 
nitrogen  so  necessary  to  plant  growth.  In  the  formation  of  humus 
other  plant  foods  are  set  free.”  Again,  from  the  Encyclopaedia 
Britannica:  “Humus  is  especially  present  in  peat  bogs  and  also 
occurs  in  surface  soils.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  soil  con- 
stituents; it  is  the  chief  source  of  nitrogenous  food  for  plants,  in- 
creasing its  water-holding  capacity.” 

We  offer  LAWNFOOD,  a rich,  lake-bottom  humus,  averaging 
about  2%  per  cent  nitrogen,  free  of  sand,  at  $3.00  and  $3.50  per 
cubic  yard,  rough,  and  $5.00  per  cubic  yard,  finely  pulverized,  good 
for  small  plants  and  an  unrivaled  dressing  for  lawns. 
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Planting  Results 

Sand  is  a splendid  soil  when  it  contains  enough  humus.  Holes 
should  be  large.  We  obtain  excellent  results  with  1 part  of  dairy 
manure,  2 parts  of  humus  and  3 parts  of  sand,  well  mixed.  The 
earth  should  be  well  firmed  with  the  feet  and  plants  watered  thor- 
oughly at  least  three  times  a week  for  a month  and  kept  moist 
thereafter  until  established. 

Plant  y2  to  2 inches  deeper  than  soil  was  in  the  pot  and  mulch 
in  summer.  Keep  weeds  and  grass  away  from  the  plants.  Do  not 
straighten  out  the  roots  of  pot-grown  plants. 

When  we  send  you  plants  from  open  ground  they  are  carefully 
cut  back  ready  to  plant. 

Do  not  use  chemical  fertilizers  until  a month  after  planting,  at 
which  time  there  will  be  new  fibrous  roots  to  take  it  up.  When 
properly  set  with  plenty  of  humus,  plants  may  be  safely  fertilized 
once  a month,  with  any  good  chemical,  and  the  growth  will  be 
greatly  increased.  Use  one  handful  to  each  plant,  well  watered; 
dig  it  in  and  water  freely. 

As  nearly  all  of  our  soils  are  very  light,  care  must  be  used  to 
keep  the  soil  packed  around  newly-set  plants. 

Shrubs  are  more  beautiful  and  healthier  if  pruned  hard  at  the 
top  at  least  twice  a year,  spring  and  fall.  Some  gardeners  make  little 
trees  of  them  and  destroy  the  richness  and  finish  of  the  planting. 
On  the  other  hand,  most  trees  require  that  the  lower  branches  be 
cut  off  frequently  while  they  are  young  so  that  the  grown  tree  will 
not  have  branches  too  low  on  the  stem.
